French Opinion Supports Briand— 
Germans Suspicious of First Sum- 
maries of Anglo-French Accord.

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LONDON, June 9.—Although the agree- 
ment between Mr. Chamberlain and M. | 
Briand is well received in British polit- | 
fecal circles and the belief is general | 
a distinct step forward toward peace has | 
been taken thereby, the note of warnigg | 
is struck that it is premature to consider 
the whole business settled. So far only | 
preliminaries have been concluded. Cer- 
tain proposals have been received from | 
Germany, and Great Britain and France 
have agreed on the note in reply. These 
form the basis of negolations, but noth- 
ing more than these. 

There seems danger French public} 
opinion will consider more accomplished | 
than actually has been. It is empha- | 
sized here that the compact refers only | 
to the western German frontier and 
leaves the position of Poland absolutely 
unaltered. 

France finds it hard to accept this with 
all its implications. She is always ner-| 
vous about her Polish allies and seas 
that if Germany ever invades Poland she | 
{fs prevented by the Western compact 
from sending troops rapidly to Warsaw. 

The view of the British Government is 
that it is inevitable that France must | 
accept the result of having her ‘Rhine 
frontier secure, but the British consider | 
in making such a point France is over- 
looking the fact that the treaty will 

never come into existence unless Ger- 
many joins the League of Nations, But 
as soon as Germany enters the League 
the regulations laid down by the cove- | 
nant are effective. These provide a/| 
methoa whereby France can get per- | 
mission to send troops through German 
ternitory and in the British view France 
must consent to the arrangements thus 
laid down. 

France Seeks Greater Liberty. 


France is not by any means pleased | 
with the view taken in London. One} 
of the points likely to be thrashed out| 
between the two Governments is the | 
possibility of giving her greater free- | 
dom of action without waiting for the | 
preliminary steps prescribed by the | 
League covenant to be carried out. | 
Great Britain will point out to her that} 
she must remember the compact Is a 
mutual affair. In present conditions 
the point is perhaps academic rather 
than practical. It is difficult to imag- 
{ne circumstances which would make | 
Germany eager to send troops across 
French territory, but the possibility wil) 
hasten any discussion of the compact. 
if Germany grants France the right 
to pass her boundary under certain con- 
ditions, France must give Germany the 
same potential privilege. It is not! 
thought likely here that France would 
ever consent to anything of the sort. 

But perhaps the most important of all 
points on which the British view differs 
from the French is in regard to Ger- 
many and the League. From the semi- 
official statement given out in Geneva 
it appears the French idea is the com- 
pact will be completed immediately, then 
Germany will be permitted to enter the 
League. The British view is diametri- | 
cally opposite. It considers German 
membership in the League must come 
before the compact and that the com- 
pact would only be workable if the 
whole regional agreement is under and | 
supplementary to the League of Nations 
Covenant.

Concessions to Germany. 


As soon as Germany shows she intends 
to meet the Allies’ wishes Great Brit- 
ain seee no reason why they should in- 
sist on every detail having been ac- 
complished and another prolonged proc- 
ess of inspection before giving Germany 
e seat at the League table. 

Some argue Germany herself may be 
less willing to join the League. 

Statements in the allied press have | 
gone fully into German apprehensions. 
Their studied moderation seems to sug-| 
gest that the Germans, whatever they | 
may feel, have made up their minds to | 
swallow their last humiliation: After 
all, for months they have learned the | 
vast comforts of stabilization and a sat- 
isfactory monetary system. Despite 
dreams of great industrial conquests | 
against Great Britain, they know these |

BOY AND GIRL SHOT: 
SUICIDE PLAN SEEN 


Wellesley (Mass.) High School 
Athlete Says “I Had to Do It” 
—She Dies in Hospital. 


PISTOL NEAR SWEETHEART 


| She Lay in Woods Near By With 
| Two Bullets in Head—Had Told 


Friends It Was Her Last Day.

WELLESLEY, Mass., June 9.—Pris- 
cilla Amidon, a 15-year-old pupil in the 
Wellesley Junior High School, is dead 
and her sweetheart, Sterling Mills, aged 
18, a junior class officer and star ath- 
lete of the Wellesley High School, lies 
seriously wounded in the Newton Hos- 
pital as a result of a double shooting 
which the police declare they have 
traced to a suicide compact. 

The shooting occurred late this after- 
noon in a wooded spot near Glen Road, 


| Wellesley, which for several weeks past 


had been the trysting place of the cou- 
ple. The police believe that the girl 
shot herself first and then the youth 
took the weapon, a .32 calibre Smith & 
Wesson revolver owned by the girl’s 
father, William R. Amidon of this town, 


;} and fired a bullet into his own temple. 


There were two wounds in the girl's 
head and three cartridges in the pistol 
hed been discharged. 

“Tt shot myself. I had to because she 
did,’’ said Mills in the only explanation 
he would make at the hospital, where 
late tonight it was said that he was 
rapidly sinking. 

Farewell Notes of Couple Sought. 

Mills told the police that both he and 


| the girl had léft fareWell notes which 


would account for their act and though 
a thorough search is in progress the 
notes have not yet been found. Med- 
ical Examiner George L. West of New- 
soon after the couple 
discovered, told Chief of Police 
Kingsbury that he was convinced it was 
a case of suicide and attempted suicide.

The hopes that most of those con- 
nected with the defense have of using 
this trial and its attendant publicity to 
correct some of the misconceptions with 
regard to evolution and to try to end 
the antagonism of many religious people 
toward Sctence and dcientists were very 
| evident yesterday. In their minds this 
trial offers a unique opportunity to take 
| the wind out of the sails of the funda- 
| mentalists, and others who oppose the 
| theory of evolution on religious grounds, 
|and to do even more effectively what 
| Fluxley did in England and America be- 
| tween 1860 and 1880, for Huxley had no 
such far-reaching medium of publicity 
as is offered by the newspaper organiza- 
tion of today. 

Forest Bailey, assistant director of 
the American Civil Liberties Union, 
| made this clear yesterday and said he 
had great hopes that when the Amer- 
ican people have presented to them the 
views of Christian Scientists and broad- 
minded clergymen on the place which 
the theory of evolution holds in scien- 
tific teaching much of the antagonism 
to it will vanish. Both he and Mr, 
Darrow said that in their opinion, and 
Mr. Darrow has studied evolution for 
fifty years, there was no conflict be- 
tween religion and science. 





To Shun Agnosticism. 


The plans for the trial, as discussed 
yesterday at a meeting of the lawyers 
and some scientists in the law office of 
| Samuel Rosensohn of the legal staff of 
the union at 27 William Street, showed 
that the defense is building a large part 
of-its case on the theory that thereds 
}no conflict between evolution as taught 
by science and the origin of man as 
| taught in the Bible. They are making 
their case @ constructive, harmonizing 
argument rather than a destructive and 
agnostic contention. 

The other part of thelr case will be 
legal, to show the reflections in legal 
development from the struggle to obtain 
freedom of thought and teaching since 
the first days of scientific Inquiry and 
the early fights for religious liberty. 
To do this, they are enlisting the opinion 
of judges and lawyers all over the coun- 
try, who have been aroused by this un- 
usual case and have offered their ser- 
vices to search the entire records of 
such legal disputes, even back to the 
trial of Galileo, They are digging into 
the records of the fight for religious 
freedom in England, which had so much 
to do with the early colonization of this 
country. On these decisions and prece- 
dents they will attack the constitution- 
ality of the Tennessee law. 

The outline of the case has already 
been made by Dr. Neal, a brilliant 
southern lawyer, who has been in charge 
of the case from the beginning. As he 
| had prepared it, it was reviewed yester- 
day by Mr. Darrow and Mr. Rosensohn, 
and by three scientists and teachers, 
who have volunteered their services in 
checking the scientific arguments. They 
are James McKean Cattell, editor of 
Science and former professor of psy- 
chology at Columbia; Charles Daven- 
port of the Carnegie Institute at Wash- 
ington, who is stationed at the Insti- 
tute’s station at Cold Spring Harbor, 
L. L, and Henry R. Linville, President 
of the Teachers’ Union. '

Johnson Jr., President of the Dock and

| Old-Timers’ Social Club, at which Rob- 

ert P. Brindell was present, was of- 
| fered to the State Parole Board at Sing 
Sing yesterday by George Sanborn, a 
witness friendly to Brindell. 

| Contradicting the recent denials of 
Brindell that the social club was a 
friendly, gossipy, ‘‘pigs’ knuckles, sauer- 
| kraut and near beer’ organization for 
| old dock builders, and had nothing to do 
|} with the union’s affairs, Sanborn, a 
member of both the club and the union, 
said that at a recent meeting ‘“‘they had 
; some motions or things as to whom to 
nominate in our union.” 

The remark, made quite casually by 
| the witness, went unheeded by the board. 
No effort was made to follow it up and 
ascertain what the motions were or who 
made them. Sanborn told the board, 
which is investigating charges that Brin- 
dell has broken his parole by meddling 
in union affairs, that Brindell was pres- 
ent at the meeting, but took no part in 
the discussion, 


Johnsen Repeats Accusation, 


Johnson, who made the affidavit on 
which the investigation is based, re- 
| iterated the charges in his original com- 
plaint, and declared that whatever he 
; did in attempting to get back at Brin- 
dell was dictated by a “esire to counter 
Brindell’s moves. He said he was re- 
luctant to move against Brindeli sntil 
he became convinced that Brindeéll was 
behind all the recent troubles within the 
union. He even hesitated to sign the 
affidavit against Brindell until it was 
intimated that his reluctance was in the 
nature of a “‘double cross."’ He did not 
take up the question of hiring a detec- 
tive to shadow Brindell and tap his tele- 
| phone wires until he was informed, he 
said, that Brindell had spent $25,000 
shadowing him and attempting to prt 
into his personal life. 

Once Brindell was released, his old 
friends who had been passive in their 
| attitude to Johnson or even friendly to 
him, again became active in the inter- 
}union struggles against him, Johnson 
told the Parole Board. ‘‘We'll have to 
do what Bob says when he comes out,”’ 
was one remark attributed to Brindell's 
friends by the witness just before Brin- 
dell's release. 

The private detective whose services 
Johnson sought to obtain to shadow 
Brindell and tap his telephone wires 
was Valentine O'Toole of 742 Broadway. 
O’Toole has an ‘‘office’’ in the 
Social Club, 571 Atlantic Avenue, and it 
was there that he met Johnson, accord- 
ing to his testimony. 





Gave Information to Brindell. 


On cross-examination by Deputy 
torney General Henry C. Henderson, 
+ O'Toole admitted that at the suggestion 
of a man named ‘‘Madden” he went to 
see Brindell at the latter's 12 St. Mark's 
Place office and divulged to him all the 
confidential information which had been 
entrusted to him while Johnson was 
negotiating for his services. His expla- 
nation was that if Johnson had actually 
paid him a retainer no amount of money 
could have made him open his mouth. 
Judge Henderson accused O’Toole of 
deliberately betraying Johnson to Brin- 
dell. ‘“‘I betrayed him to nobody,’’ re- 
plied O'Toole. ‘‘That was my privilege.”’ 
After seeing Brindell about a week ago 
O'Toole said he went to an office op- 
posite St. Patrick’s Cathedral a few days 
later and dictated an affidavit contain- 
ing the details of his relationship with 
Brindell. He told the board he did not 


know at whose request he went to the 
Madison Avenue office, but that “a 
friend,"’ whose name he did not give, 
told him that Brindell was to be investi- 
fgated ‘‘and I said if I had any infor- 
mation that would be of use to him I 
would be glad to give it to him.’’ An

| fundamentally sound and stimulating. 


He has been refreshed and reinvigor- 
ated in mind and body by the Western 
weather and the genuine, neighborly re- 
ceptions accorded to him. He has tested 
to his satisfaction his experiments in 
dealing with farm problems and the ef- 
fect of his economy program, and seems 
convinced that he is proceeding wisely 
in his Administration and in a way ac- 
ceptable to the less radical minds he en- 
countered on his trip.

| duction of taxation, and cooperation be- 
tween the States and Federal Govern- 


ment in taxation matters are the things 
which have récommended the Adminis- 
tration to the electorate. The Adminis- 
tration feels that it is a duty to the 
American taxpayers to get the books 


| closed and the foreign countries to come 


to an agreement on terms. The Presi- 
dent desires earnestly to be able to re- 
port to the next Congress that the ma- 
jor nations have concluded final terms 
of settlement. He will not insist on im- 
possible terms, but wants the books 
closed and the loans adjusted. 


Leoks for Agreements Soon. 


Now that Belgium has decided to send 
an official commission to Washington 
to negotiate on her debt, the Adminis- 
tration believes that France and Italy 
will do the same, and that the months 
intervening before Congress convenes in 
December will see terms agreed upon 
between the American Debt Commission 
and the-commissions representing debtor 
nations. 

Mr. Coolidge’s study of politics and 
the problems of the people in the terri- 
tory favorable to Republican revolts has 
furnished him with facts to be used in 
his message to Congress and is counted 
upon to permit him to direct Republican 
Party politics in the election next year, 
when the Senate’s control will be at 
stake, with his leadership unquestioned. 
He gained a personal knowledge of the 
political and economic conditions in the 
Northwest by contact with the leading 
men. He found radicalism less assertive 
and Republicans who had deserted the 
party for other movements willing to 
return, provided their needs were con- 
sidered sympathy and under- 
standing. 

One thing the trip has developed is 
that the Republicans of the Northwest 
are looking to his leadership to cement 
the party and eradicate the radical fac- 
tions. President Coolidge realizes his 
responsibility in so directing the Gov- 
ernment as to maintain prosperity every~ 
where, and his duty to keep his party 
strong for the future.

Impressed by His Reception. 


The President thought the reception 
given to him yesterday wa4 very impres- 
Sive. He never saw anything like it, 
except perhaps the turnout at Boston for 
Marshal Joffre when he went there in 
June, 1917. He doubts very much if any 
President ever saw an equal number of 
persons in one day. He spoke to almost 
an equal number in Washington when 


he addressed the Holy Name Society last 
October, but the Fair Grounds crowd 
Was somewhat larger, he thinks. 

Notwithstanding the difficulties he en- 
countered on account of wind and 
threatening rain, the President is sure 
he never had closer attention from an 
audience than that given to him at the 
Minnesota State Fair Grounds. 

A comment upon the relatives who had 
ectied upon him in St. Paul led Mr. 
Coolidge to say something as to his an- 
cestors. Some one had dug out a tradi- 
tion that the President's family came 
from a place in Normandy which the 
French spell “Colygne.’’ The President 
had seen a screen picture of a castle 
in the Normandy town some of his early 
ancestors inhabited. He assumed from 
this that he had a Norman or Norse 
background. 

Mr. Coolidge feels that he has so many 
backgrounds of one kind or another that 
he is pretty purely an American, hav- 
ing, he believes, a little tinge of Indian 
blood in him. He finds that he has 
several other strains, including Scotch 
and, as some of his family say, Irish.

istration of all aliens in this country, 
with deportation as the penalty for falil- 
ure to do so, ‘‘even in eases of neglect 
through oversight.'’ ; 

The convention, by resolution again, 
called on Congress to so amend the im- 
migration act as to ‘‘permit the wives, 
| husbands, children, parents, sisters and 
brothers to citizens of the United States, 
|} and of those who have declared their in- 
|tention to become citizens, to be ad- 
|missible to the United States as non- 
| quota immigrants so that those here now 
|may unite their families in _ this 
| country.”’ 
| The proposed alien registration law, it 
was said, ‘‘would be harsh and oppres- 
;sive and would give unlimited oppor- 
| tunities for extortion and blackmail, and 
; possible deportation to foreign lands on 
;technical grounds of persons having 
| their families and their interests here.”’ 
| wany of the delegates were moved to 
| tears by an address of Joseph Barondess 
|of New York, First Vice President of 
; the American Jewish Congress, in which 
jhe pleaded for the Jewish people strand- 
ed in various ports of the world by the 
new immigration laws. 

“The propaganda of Henry Ford has 
had its effect,’’ he declared. ‘‘The new 
immigration laws are partly the result 
of what he has done.” 

The convention unanimously voted to 
continue payment of the five-cent per 
member tax, amounting to $10,000 an- 
nually, in favor of the American Jewish 
Congress. A membership tax of two 
cents was sanctioned for the Ort, an or- 

anization which supplies tools to Jew- 
sh workmen abroad.

Roquefort Lauded Over Others

PARIS, June 9.—The French Senate 
today, enjoying a few hours relaxation 
from the stressing problems of the bud- 
get, the Moroccan war, reparations, 
security and disarmament, spent part of 
the session discussing the merits of 
Roquefort cheese and its imitations, 

Senator Mosservin led the forces de- 
fending the sanctity of genuiné Roque- 
fort against all others, whether French 
or foreign. 

“T don't seek to make the debate 
poetical,”’ he said, “‘but I must re- 
call the most ancient fame of_ this 
cheese. Pliny the Elder and Julius 
Caesar extolled its fame as one of the 
best products of the Gauls. It resisted 
all invasions inasmuch as in the Dark 
Ages charters included Roquefort 
cheeses in the tributes to be annually 
contributed to the stores of feudal lords. 
Other charters of Charles VI and VII 
and letters patent of Francis I and 
Louis XIII solemnly ruled that Roque- 
fort cheese must be made with sheep's

milk and aged in the natural grottos of 
Roquefort,

edict of 1666 which forbade the sale 
at Roquefort of any cheeses not made 
according to the above provisions.”

“It is inconceivable that such a law 
has been passed,”’ stated Dr, Conklin, 
“and if it has, it can not be constitu- 
tional, although I do not have any gspe- 
cial fnformation ‘on the Scopes cise. 
It seems inevitable that it will be 
brought to the Supreme Court of the 
United States before final settlement.’’ 

The eminent evolutionist, whose most 
famous work on the subject is ‘‘Hered- 
ity and Environment,” declared that al- 
though it is impossible for him to at- 
tend the trial, he will be vitally inter- 
ested in it, as a fight for freédom of 
research and instruction.

PARIS, June 9.—While the Riffians 
surround the Taounat outpost, watching 
the camp and exchanging rifle shots 
with the defenders, interest has shifted 
temporarily to the Bibane nelghborhocd, 
where the French evacuated the 
Aoudour and Archikane outposts yester- 
day. Aoudour, in the Bibane hills, pro- 
tects the flank outpost toward the 
northwest, while Archikane is in the 
neighboring ridge west of Bibane and 
between the Aoudour and Aoudia 
Rivers. The troops were withdrawn to 
the south bank of the Ouergha River 
without incident, and all stationary or 
cumbersome material destroyed. This 
is a further indication that the French 
are abandoning the blockhouses, which | 
are splendid lookouts and police sta- 
tions in peace times, but which are con- | 
stantly surrounded by the Riffians in| 
the course of the present war. 

Enemy groups which crossed the 
Ouergha between Bibane and Taounat, 
in the region of the Messaoud hills, 
were driven across the river yesterday 
by friendly Hayana tribesmen. In the] 
Western sector the Riffians are stealing} 
in between outposts along the Loukkos 
River, north of Ouezzan, and firin 
sporadically at the French camp o 
Touaher, twenty kilometers from town. 
No serious attacks have developed as 
yet, 

Twenty kilometers east, at Ain. Aicha, 
the Riffians attacked the friendly tribes, 
but suffered great losses, including their 
chief, and were repulsed. Further’ east, 
in the neighborhood of the upper Leben 
valley, enemy agents are very active. 
They appear to be planning weed ac-

He quickly identified the affidavit 
| which he signed on May 29. Questioned 
| by the board concerning his opposition 
| to the petition for a pardon circulated 
| on behalf of Brindell, Johnson said he 
| had opposed the petition as an official 
| union document, but said he had offered 
to sign it if it were circulated as an 
individual petition. 

He described his talk with Brindell at 
the latter’s home, 1,890 Daly Avenue, 
| the Bronx, last January. He covered 
| the ground of his affidavit, declaring he 
| told Brindell that the rank and file of 
| organized labor was against him, but 
| that Brindell “‘laughed and discounted 
my opinion,”’ . 


| ‘“‘Needed a Strong Man.” 


Brindell suggested that he needed a 
“strong man” like the witness, Johnson 
added, and either he or Joseph Moran, 
who was convicted with Brindell, said 
that Johnson's salary would be increased 


$25 a week if he took orders. ‘‘Moran 
said a three-year-term for me could be 
easily arranged,’’ he added. ‘‘My term, 
| according to the constitution, is a year. 
| Brindell was of the opinion that it would 
be easy for him to regain control of 
the union. He said that since leaving 
prison men had been flocking to him 
and had sent him letters of support. He 
said there was money to be made, and 
| I said I did not want to make any 
money if I had to go to prison like him. 
No, he did not say specifically how the 
money was to be made.” 

Johnson did not know, except by ru- 
mor, whether Brindell had _ benefited 
from union activities since leaving 
| prison. 

/ “I told him that 1 was opposed to his 
re-entering the union,’’ continyed Join- 
son. ‘I said that peoplé thought he had 
money and that for him to become a 
workman would be ridiculous. In all 
|} the years that he was in the union I 
| doubt {f he worked at the trade four or 
| five years. He said he had made plenty 
of money and had learned his lesson and 
| would not be caught again. When I told 
him I was opposed to him he turned to 
Moran and told him to put certain mo- 
|} tions at the next meeting. One was 
| that we move back to the old building 
and the other that the union refuse my 
suggestion to increase dues. I said I 
would take the vote on these matters 
}as a test of strength and hoped he

Tells of Extortion Story. 


| Questioned concerning the source of 
| his information that Brindell had extort- 
| ed $2,000 on a contract since his release, 
| the witness said that Ernest Boehm, 


| secretary of the Bookkeepers and Ste- 
nographers Union came to him with the 
| information. Boehm will be examined 
| today. 

| ‘Boehm told me that he sympathized 
| with me in my fight against Brindell 
| and thought the information would be 
} of use to me. He said a friend had told 
| him that a strike had been called on a 
| building. I figured that it would be the 
job at Eighth Avenue and Twenty-third 
Street.. My business agent said that the 
| metallic lathers had a grievance against 
|the Twenty-third Street job, but that 
had been settled.”” The next day, the 
witness testified, he told Thomas J. Cur- 
tis, general manager of the Building 
and Allied Trades Compensation Bureau, 
of the Boehm tip, and quoted Curtis as 
saying he had heard of the rumor, “and 
in a roundabout way he gave me to un- 
derstand it came from Hugh Frayne, 
New York organizer for the American 
Federation of Labor.’’ 

Johnson did not follow up the infor- 
mation, he said, as he did not wish it to 
appear that he-was persecuting Brindell. 
The board led him to discuss the inves- 
tigation of the union’s books and fi- 
nances and the accusations of irregulari- 
ties charged against him. Johnson 
blamed Brindell as being ‘‘the instiga- 
tor’’ of the charges. 

On being asked how he came to make 
his affidavit, he said that Mr. Unter- 
myer had telephoned him several times, 
but tkat he had never called up the 
lawyer.

Johnson admitted that some one in Mr. 
Untermyer's office had intimated that 
he was ‘‘double crossing’’ when he de- 
layed signing the affidavit, and he ex- 
plained to the board that he felt him- 


self in a quandary and did not know 
what to do, that the only ane he 
yoneee was to be left alone by Brin- 
ell. 

From this Johnson was led to dis- 
cuss the Dock Builders’ Old Timers 
Social Club. The purpose of this or- 
ganization, he asserted, was to coerce 
members of the union ‘“‘by dinners, 
rackets and parties to oppose my ad- 
ministration of the union and also as 
a lever to regain control of the union.’’ 
Albert J. Olsen, former Vice President, 
who had been very inactive during 
Brindell’s imprisonment and was not 
working at his trade, became Secretary 
of the club, -he.told the board. 

“If you had felt that Brindell had 
done nothing against the union would 
you have made the affidavit?’* he was 
asked. 

“If I had not been convinced that he 
was fomenting all the trouble I would 
not have taken the action,’’ said John- 
son. ‘‘There has been so much trouble | 
in the union since his release that it | 
can have come only from one source.”’ | 

Johnson was asked how order was 
maintained at the union meetings. There | 
was a general laugh when he told the 
board that the sergeant-at-arms had one 
arm. 

“IT do not seek to prosecute Brindell,”’ 
declared Johnson later. ‘‘I do not envy 
him. Whether I remain as President or 
whether some one else comes in, I wish 
he would stop his activity against the 
union. I am positive it his intention to 
regain control. After repeated votes 
against him I should think some method 
should be taken to make him desist in 
his efforts.’’ 

Commissioner Long brought out that 
Brindell was not a member of the union 
and could not become a member, because 
he was no longer a citizen. 

A member of the board inquired 
whether there were factions in the union 
when Brindell was in control. ‘Oh, no; 
it was dangerous to be in the opposi- 
tion then,’’ replied Johnson. 


Says He Lent Money to Johnson. 


Private Detective O'Toole followed 
Johnson on the witness stand. He said 
that several times Johnson, in the rooms 
of the Elmore Social Club, had borrowed 


$50 on his watch. He pulled a watch 
out of his pocket and said it was John- 
son’s property. He also told of John- 
son asking him to cash a check for 
$500 made out by the State Compensa- 
tion Bureau to Michael Holm. He gave 
Johnson a loan of $100 and kept the 
check a few days. Johnson returned the 
loan and took back the check. 

O'Toole testified that Johnson offered 
to supply 150 laborers to take the place 
of striking sandhogs on the New York- 
New Jersey tunnel and quoted Johnson 
as saying, “I'l get 150 men. You can 
furnish them and split with me any way 
you want to.”’ 

‘“‘He told me he wanted to have me 
trail Brindell, tap his telephone, attend 
meetings and learn of all his connec- 
tions,’ the detective added. Nothing 
came of the Johnston suggestions, as the 
latter did not get authority from the 
international union headquarters’ to 
spend the money on the private detec- 
tive work. 

The witness then described his visit 
to Brindell and his subsequent signing 
of an affidavit against Johnson. He 
denied ‘‘peddling’’ the information con- 
cerning Johnson's plans to Brindell. 

Johnson was recalled. He admitted 
the $50 loans on his watch. It did not} 
appear why he made the loans, He ex- 
plained the $500 check transaction by 
saying that Holm had received it for| 
compensation resulting from an injury 
and had, in the presence of a witness, 
asked him to cash it. Holm made his 
mark on the check and Johnson said he 
left the check with O'Toole from Satur- 
day to Monday. The $100 loan had noth- 
ing to do with the check, he asserted. 
OneMonday he took the check from 
O'Toole, cashed it at the Federation 
Bank, and in the presence of witnesses 
paid it to Holm. 

As to O’Toole’s testimony that he had 
offered to ‘‘split’’ the money received 
for supplying 150 workers to replace 
striking sand hogs, Johnson denied this 
story and testified’ O’Toole asked him: 
‘‘Where will you get yours out of this?”’ 

Johnson said he suspected O'Toole 
directly he asked the question, and ex- 
plained that he had wished to permit 
O'Toole to see to it that 150 bona fide 
a laborers took the place of the sand 
ogs. 

Johnson told the board that Mrs: Anna 
Shobel, bookkeeper of his union, had 
told him that she had been informed 
that Brindell had spent $2,500 in having 
him shadowed and tHat she had also 
been informed that someone had _ been 
detailed to investigate his private life. 


Says Brindell Hasn't Interfered. 


Clarence Ford, Secretary of the Me- 
tallic Lathers’ Union, said there was no 
record of a strike on a job at Twenty- 


third Street and Eighth Avenue, and 
explains that there had merely been a 
grievance on the building which had 
been adjusted. It appears that men who 
were not metallic lathers were employed 
on the building to do work generally 
performed by that union. The matter 
was called to the attention of the busi- 
ness agent of the lathers and it was 
adjusted quickly. The incident occurred 
last Aprii. He said Brindell had never 
interfered directly or indirectly in the 
affairs of his union. 

John R. Clark, business agent of the 
Dock and Pier Carpenters’ Union, tes- 
tified that he knew of no instance in 
which Brindell had recently tried to dis- 
organize the union. There was no direct 
proof that the disturbances at union 
meetings was caused by Brindell’s ad- 
herents, he said. 

John J. McLaughlin, a former business 
agent and one of those who was instru- 
mental in drawing up charges of misuse 
of funds against Johnson, said that he 
was one of the organizers of the social 
club, which he said consisted largely of 
Brindell’s old friends. 

At the conclusion of the hearing Chair- 
man Benham was asked by reporters if 
there was any particular order in which 
witnesses were being called, He said the 
board was following the list furnished 
by Mr. Untermyer. 

He admitted that O’Toole’s name was 
not on Mr. Untermyer'’s list, and ex- 
plained that the detective was called 
directly after Johnson becauge he want- 
ed to catch a train to New York, The 
hearing will continue at 1 o’clock this 
afternoon.

“The percentage of students is increas- 
ing so rapidly,’’ said the Rev. Henry M, 
Bruins, Vice President of Central Col- 
lege, ‘‘that unless we have a building 
to house new students we ewill have to 
use churches and houses for recitation 
rooms.”’

SHOT PLAYING ROBBER; 
CRIPPLED FOR LIFE 


Boy Wounded in Spine by a Bullet 
From a Pistol Found in Auto 
by a Group of Companions. 


Five little boys were playing an elabo- 
rate game of robber in Orchard Street, 
near Delancey, last night when suddenly 
a shot rang out and one of their band 
sank to the sidewalk.

security of Europe. 


Italy Approves the Compact. 

GENEVA, June 9 (7).—The subject of 
security took a new angle at Geneva 
today, when Italy went on record as 
favoring the Franco-British-Belgian pact 
with Germany. Italy is temporarily 
excluded from this, but her spokesmen 
voiced the hope that she would be ad- 
mitted to participation in the pact if 
extended and applied to all’ German 


frontiers, 

The indications are that the entire 
problem of regional accords will be 
threshed out in September before the 
Assembly of the League of Nations, 
when the Geneva protocol will be ex- 
amined apem 

The Italian position, as expounded by 
Signor Scilaloia, former Minister of 
loreign Affairs, is that if Germany, as 
expected, will enter the League of Na- 
tions, Italy, like the others, will find 
that the general security which the 
Covenant offers has been strengthened 
by Germany’s adhesion, Hence, he 
contended, whether Italy becomes a sig- 
natory of the pact does not loom up as 
vital for Italy, which might, however, 
conclude a special regional agreement 
with Germany. 

Signor Scialoia praised Great Britain’s 
intervention in the present pact negotia- 
tions with Germany as helpful and con- 
cillatory and calculated to increase the 
respect of solidification of European 
peace, 

M. Briand, the French Foreign Min- 
ister, said tonight that he plans to for- 
ward the allied note to Germany shortly 
after his return ta Paris. German 
circles here are certain that the note 
will receive most careful attention, as 
Germany herself took the first step to- 
ward the negotiations. ; 

The Germans remark that not enough 
insistence has been laid on the fact that 
the Rhine agreement will be mutual and 
bilateral in operation as between France 
and Germany, and that it can operate 
against France in case of ench 
aggression, as well as against Germany 
under simflar circumstances.

PARIS, June 9.—Announcement of a 
complete accord between Foreign Minis- 
ters Chamberlain and Briand on terms 
of the security pact which {is to guar- 
antee France against an attack on the 
Rhine frontier and stabilize the peace of 
Europe is Benerally accepted by French 
opinion as a victory for Briand diplo- 
macy. The French press even interprets 
the accord as a-considerable concession 
by the British to French opinion, not- 
withstanding the British have clung to 
important reservations on the question 
of assisting France in military opera- 
tions where those operations are con- 
cerned entirely with protection of the 
interest of France’s allies in Eastern 
Europe. 

The French plainiy are worried by 
these reservations, but officially are in- 
clined to minimize their importance, be- 


cause Great Britain by the very terms 
of the reservations emphatically binds 
herself to military intervention in case 
of a crisis also in Eastern Europe, pro- 
vided the League Council has decided 
such intervention is justified on the part 
of the combined members of the 
League and fully in accord with the 
terms of the covenant. 

The French feel they cannot quarrel 
with the reservation for the time being, 
even though Poland and Czechoslovakia 
may perceive such a reservation as a 
separation of their interests from those 
of their most powerful ally and weaken- 
ing the security pact so far as they are 
concerned. 

Po any complaints of their allies the 
French, however, are prepared to an- 
swer that the territorial rights of the 
allies in Eastern Europe as established 
by the Treaty of Versailles come under 
full protection of the covenant of the 
League and therefore any attempt to 
infringe them would automatically in- 
volve intervention of the League, de- 
cisions of which Great Britain is bound 
to accept. 


Eastern Treaties Remain in Force, 


“All obligations,’’ says the Temps, 
“arising from the Treaty of Versailles 
in respect to the eastern frontiers to 
the Reich will be integrally maintained. 
Guarantees to Poland and Czechoslo- 
vakia remain just as they are now, and 
it goes without saying no arbitration 
commission will be able in any case 


to modify clauses of the treaty. At 
the same time the separate accords 


between France and her eastern allies | 


will remain in ‘force, and France will 
Nave the absolute right to execute opera- 
tions in the demilitarized. Rhineland 
zone if her allies in the East—Poland 
and Czechoslovakia—become objects of 
‘defined’ aggression on the part of Ger- 
many. It must be remembered, fur- 
thermore, that Germany herself will be 
bound by general clauses of the League 
pact, because the Rhine security past in 
any case does not go into effect until 
the Reich shall become part of the in- 
ternational organism at Geneva.’’ 

So far as the security pact for the 
Rhine is concerned the French press sees 
a full realization of its fondest hopes in 
the Briand-Chamberlain accord. In 
agreeing to ald France and Belgium 
against aggression on the Rhine frontier, 
the Temps says, ‘Great Britain is mak- 
ing the frontiers of France and Belgium 
her own frontier and in common with 
them will consider casus belli any vio- 
lation by Germany of territorial or 
military clauses affecting the Rhine ter- 
ritory. To guarantee security of the 
common frontier, Great Britain pledges 
herself to Pee at the disposition of 
France and Belgium her entire land, 
sea and air forces.” 


French Opposition Stated. 


A small section of the French press 
which is inclined to be skeptical of 
Briand’s diplomatic victory takes the 
position that the security accord in the 
present state tends to weaken French 
alliances in Eastern Europe. The 
Eclair says: ‘We are to have the right 
to begin military operations in the de- 
militarized Rhine zone in case of ‘de- 
fined’ aggression against one of our ai- 
lies. But who is to determine whether 
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He ai stor defined? Must -we-wait- 
for a decision of the League of Nations? 
In that . ro the Reich will always had 
time to do considerable damage before 
we can begin action. Perhaps It will be 
found we are not needlessly worried and 
that good reasons exist’ for not going 
into a delirium over the accord. That 
which is plain to our eyes js that the 
negotiations in which we have been en- 
gaged relative to the famous security 
act have up to the present ended in fact 
f not in theory to Restroy our alliances 
in Bastern Europe." 


SIR ESME HOWARD 
SAILS WITH TWO SONS 


Good Results From Security 
Agreement. 


Among the 550 first-class passengers 
who sailed at midnight In the Cunarder 
Aquitania for Cherbourg and South- 
ampton’ was Sir Esme Howard, the 
British Ambassador to Washington, 
accompanied by his two sons, Edmond 
and Henry. The Ambassador appeared 
to be fatigued, but apart from that he 
said his health was very good.

GERMANY WANTS US 
TO HOLD GUARANTEES 


In Her Note to France She Asked 
That Rhine Treaty Be De- 
posited With America.

LONDON, June 9.—The London Times 
says that In the peace note on a com- 
pact sent by Germany to the Allies last 
February which was the basis of the 
negotiations at Geneva between the Brit- 
ish and French Foreign Ministers, Ber- 
lin proposed the Rhine security treaty 
take the form of obligations by the 
signatory powers to the Government of 
the United States. 

This feature of the Reich’s proposals 
has never before been made public. 

The German note stated: the new offer 
was similar to those of the Cuno pfro- 
posal made through Washington in 1922, 

It is not known here tonight whether 
the allied Governments sounded out 
America on the reported Bg that 
Washington be made a sort of guardian 
of the security compact. Whether or 
not this was done, the fact remains that 
it appears to have been settled that this 
feature of the German proposal has been 
dropped, for every emphasis in all quar- 
ters is laid, on the fact that the pro- 
posed arrangement Is to be made under 
the aegis of the League of Nations, and 
it is quite apparent that it leaves the 
United States out. - 

While there has been absolutely no 
public discussion of any American and 
of Berlin’s note, interest attaches to it 
because of the widely spread idea that 
the German suggestions originated in 
London and were handed to Berlin for 
forwarding to Paris. If that were true, 
it would not be surprising to Paris. 

French foreign ergs is now quite 
definitely committed to using the League 
of Nations for the conduct of inter- 
national business, and it is quitt evi- 
dent that registering the Rhine compact 
at ba ng 3 m instead of at Geneva 
would not tend to strengthen the pres-

rmore, French and British fn- 


tend that a prior condition for the com- 
ing into effect of the Rhine Treaty would 
be Germany's adherence to the League 
of Nations, and that would contribute to 
eliminating America from the rdéle even 
{if America had been willing to assume 
the responsibility, which may well be 
doubted. It may be possible that Ger- 
many when making the alleged proposal 
felt at that time she would rather keep 
out of the League and sought to effect 
that by pinning proposals to the Stars 
and Stripes. Whatever the purpose may 
have,been indications are the proposal 
has fone by the board. The London 
Times gives the following as the terms 
of the German note of Feb. 9, the reply 
to which now has been agreed upon by 
Briand and Chamberlain, which reply, 
although technically the French answer, 
since the German note was addressed 
to Paris, nevertheless will have the im- 
portance of a common allied reply. 

1. The German Government acknowl- 
edges the necessity of discovering a sat- 
isfactory solution of the question of se- 


oosity. 
2. It therefore makes a proposal 
which it describes as being based on 
ideas which inspired the Cuno proposals 
of 1922. 

3. The German Government declares 
its readiness to conclude a pact with 
other powers which have vital interests 
on the Rhine, especially with Great Brit- 
ain, ance and Italy, with the object 
of preventing war between the signa- 
tories for a considerable period of time. 

4. The pact should take the form of 
an obligation by the signatories toward 
the Government of the United States. 

5. At the same time, a general 
treaty of arbitration between France 
and Germany would have to be /con- 
cluded on a model similar to treaties 
which recently have been concluded in 


Europe. 

6. dimilar arbitration treaties could 
be made with other States for peaceable 
regulation of legal and political disputes.

GERMANS SUSPICIOUS 
OF SECURITY ACCORD 


First Reports From Geneva Arouse 
Hostile Comment—Officials 
Are Silent.

BPRLIN, June 9.—‘‘It looks to me as 
if Austen Chamberlain would prove to 
be a sort of English Woodrow Wilson,”’ 
said a close observer of political happen- 
ings here today. ‘Woodrow . Wilson 
agreed to something at Paris which the 
American Congress threw down cold. It 
looks as if Chamberlain had agreed to 


something at Geneva which the rest of 
the British Cabinet and the British Par- 
Mament will never ratify.” 

That statement expresses well the vew 
of Germans studying the contradictory 
reports from Geneva, Paris and London 
regarding the agreement between Eng- 
land and France on a security compact. 

The less optimistic Germans who pro- 
fess to scent a Franco-British offensive 
against Germany already are loudly 
stating that Germany cannot possibly 
sanction any proposal granting France 
the right to march troops across a neu- 


tral Rhineland and the rest of Germany 
in order to help her Eastern allies, 

Many here suspect that England and 
France are using German proposals in 
order to forge a new instrument for tor- 
pe Lane | Germany. As one source in- 
spired from Wilhelmstrasse put it: ‘Ger- 
many wished by her proposal to serve 
world peace, but France and England 
constructed therefrom a compact con- 
demning Germany to be the arena for 
French imperialistic passions and na- 
tlonalistic agitations of little natjons 
Ike Poland and Czechoslovakia ich 
must be big.’’ 

Already influential sources are stating 
Germany will refuse to allow France to 
dictate to her a compact guaranteeing 
French security irrespective of German 
interests. Indignant Germans are point- 
ing out that the only possible agreement 
s one arising from free discussions 
among equals. 

It must be remembered in weighing 
German statements based on first con- 
flicting reports from Geneva, Paris and 
London that really responsible Berlin 
officials are withholding definite com- 
ment until something is available where- 
on to base it. There is a tendency to 
disbelfeve an reement exists between 
France and England, because it came so 
suddenly and its effect is weakened by 
reports of the great satisfaction at Paris 
over the news from Geneva. 

Importance also is attacked by Ger- 
mans to dispatches from London con- 
tradicting much of what is emenating 
from Geneva and Paris to the effect 
that the French won a victory at Ge- 
neva, having won England’s permission 
to have French troops march across 
Germany. In fact, some German com- 
mentators g¢ so far as to point to the 
Geneva hapeennes as a German vic- 
tory over the French viewpoint. They 
declare the real meaning of what ac- 
curred at Geneva is that Briand was 
forced to retreat by the English and he 
covered. his retreat by skilful tactics cal- 
culated to befog the world as to what 
nappenss.

ATTACKS RETIREMENT BILL 


Tells Hirshfleid at Hearing That In- 
surance Companies Control Build- 


Ing Inspectors by Bribery. 


That the office of Fire Commissioner 
is superfluous and should be abolished 
and that its functions should be ab- 
sorbed in the duties of the Chief of De- 
partment was one of the suggestions 
made yesterday in the third public hear- 
ing before the Mayor's special commit- 
tee appointed to consider reforms in the 
City Administration with a view of 
greater departmental economy and effi- 
ciency. David Hirshfield, Commissioner 
af Accounts, .who is Chairman of the 
committee, presided over its meeting in 
the Municipal Building. 

The recommendation was made by 
Stewart Browne, President of the 
| United Realty Owners’ Association, 
who struck vigorously at the bill intro- 
|} duced into the Aldermanic branch of 
| the Municipal Assembly which gives the 





Fire Commissioner arbitrary power to 
retire at will firemen and officers of the 


department when they reach the age of 
60 years. 

“I think heads of city departments 
like the Fire Department should come 
up from the ranks,’’ declared Mr. 
Browne. He expressed the gpraten that 
John Kenlon, Chief of the Fire Depart- 
ment, was quite capable of carrying on 
successfully the work now being done 
by Fire Commissioner Drennan. Put- 
ting the power of arbitrary retirement 
into the Commissioner's hands, he said, 





.|was tantamount to putting the depart- 


ment into politics. 

Among other radical changes sug- 
gested by Mr. Browne was that of 
creating a new Department of Public 
Works to take charge of most of the 
expenditures now being made by the 
Board of Estimate. He declared it was 
not a wise policy to give the Board 
of Estimate such broad powers in the 
expenditure of city money. ; 

“Borough Presidents,’’ he declared, 
‘“‘exercise undue influence in getting ap- 
propriations for their respective bor- 
oughs, thus vieing with one another not 
only in obtaining lavish improvements 
but also in extravagant increases of ex- 
penditure. 

When the speaker went further and 
said that the Sinking Fund Commission 
should be consolidated with the Board 
of Estimate, ‘‘so as to avoid the exer- 
i of certain obstructive powers of

sures by the use of his. single vote,”’ 
Chairman Hirshfield interjected the 0 
servation: ‘‘You might as well eliminate 
the idea that the present Controller is 
oing to occupy his position much 
onger."’ 

He also suggested that the Police 
Commissioner should serve until dis- 
abled or disqualified and pointed out 
that all pension funds of the city should 
be in one department under the control 
of the Board of Estimate. 

Charging that insurance companies 
and building owners are ‘“‘*much more of 
a controlling factor than the city’’ with 
many building inspectors, Mr. Browne 
advisedg that the Po 4 ought to pay the 
inspectors higher salaries. 

‘You mean the building owners do 
not hesitate to bribe inspectors to gain 
some advantage from the insurance com- 
panies in passing over ‘firetraps’?’’ que- 
ried Commissioner Hirshfield. 

“*‘Yes,"’ was the reply. 

“Well, you must let me investigate 

this,”’ replied the Commissioner. 
/ Mr. Browne also suggested the con- 
solidation of the five counties into one 
and the abolishment of county govern- 
ment. Municipal Court Judges, he said, 
should be sent all over the city. The 
city Tax Board and its practice of hear- 
ing appeals on its own assessments also 
should be done away with. The Board 
of Aldermen should also be_ selected 
from the city, and there should be fewer 
and more capable meén in that body. 

Others who appeared before the com- 
mittee were Darwin R. James of ‘the 
Housing Committee of the Brooklyn

Appears to-Be Jewish Folk Lyric, 
Judge Declares, but May Have 
Originated. Here. 


Jacob Koppel Sandler, who sued Jo- 
seph K. Katz, a music publisher, in the 
Federal court, charging infringement of 
his copyright of the song “Eili, Ejili,’’ 
lost the fight yesterday. Judge John C. 
Knox, who heard the evidence, decided 
that the plaintiff had not proved his 
case, and pointed out that between the 
time when the plaintiff claims to have 
written the song and the date of the 
copyright nearly twenty-five years had 
elapsed. 

*“‘Meanwhile,”” the Court says, “ “Hill, 
Elli’ was openly published and sold by 
many large and reputable concerns, For 
a number of years the defendant, who 
Was personally known,.to Sandler, con- 
tinued to publish and sell ‘Eili, Bili’ in 
the honest belief that it was a Jewish 
folksong, without a word of protest or 
complaint from him who now claims to 
be its author. 

“Of course it is to be regretted that 
Sandler, if he in fact wrote ‘Hill, Eili,’ 
eannot enjoy the fruits of his labor; but 
it is difficult to find that he did not, 
for many years, acquiesce in the wide- 


spread publication of the pare No suf- 
ficient reason for the delay is revealed 
by the evidence.” 

Judge Knox, in his opinion, recites the 
history of the song as claimed by Mr. 
Sandler. He says the plaintiff's case 
recalls that in 1896 he was choirmaster 
at the Windsor Theatre in the Bowery, 
that among his duties was rehearsing 
actors in the songs and choruses for 
plays, that in March, 1896, the drama 
**Brocha” (the Jewish King of Poland) 
was in course of preparation. One part, 
played by Sophie Karp, was that of a 
Jewish girl who was crucified because 
of her faith. A lament was needed and 
there was only a brief time in which to 
prepare it. Mr. Sandler was appealed 
to, and in his home. took down a copy 
of the Old Testament. In Psalms, xxii, 
he found the words, ‘‘My God, My God, 
why hast thou forsaken me?’’ This fur- 
nished the inspiration for ‘‘Eili, Eili. 

The song was a great success, but be- 
tweén 1896 and 1906 there is no evidence 
of its public presentation. Then Mr. 
Sandler's daughters heard it in the 
Metropolitan Opera House, sung by 
Sophie Braslau. 

Concerning the defense, the dpinion 
says the facts seem to show that the 
song is a Jewish folksong, but says: 

“‘Bili, Eili’ as it now exists, Was not 
generally known in Russia before 1908. 
And it was in 1896 that Sandler claims 
to have written the song. It is, there- 
fore, not impossible that ‘Eili, Eili’ orig- | 
inated in America, and was carried 
abroad 

‘At the trial, Sandler produced and 
introduced in evidence what he says was 
an original manuscript of ‘Hill, Efi.’ 
I am not prepared to say that he falsi- 
fied in giving it, but if the manuscripts 
now before the Court are originals, they 
are, considering the intervening years, 
remarkably well preserved. 

“His delay in asserting authorship to 
the song has been such as practically 
to preclude the Court from arriving at a 
safe conclusion as to the truth of his} 
claim.”’

revent the diver who will use them| 
rom being injured. 

As on the two preceding days, several} 
unsuccessful trips to*the bottom of’ the} 
reservoir were made today by_ they 
divers, Harry Reinhartsen of the Chap-

SCOTT AVENGES JEERS 


Crowd of 20,000 Boos Him but Falls 
to Upset His Sway Over Bruin 
Batsmen.

CHICAGO, June 9.—The Giants’ blig- 
hearted contribution to the Old-Timers’ 
Jubilee Celebration here today consisted 
of a 9-to-7 defeat of the Cubs. Numer- 
ous flags and bunting were unfurled to 
the breeze, brass barids jazzed all over 
the landscape, and some 20,000 fans 
booed and jeered Jack Scott. Jack ex- 
pressed his deep pleasure at the raucous 
reception by permitting the Cubs to 
make a lot of hits which were not good 
for them.

In the line of march 
were a number of good old-stagers like 
Tom Foley, who played with the Chi- 
cago White Stockings back in 1869; Jim 
White of the Forest City club of Cleve- 
Jand in 1870; Fred Pfeffer of the White

Honor for Met. District. 


By winning the title Miss Orcutt 
brought to the metropolitan district an 
honor that has been brought here only 
twice previously in the seventeen years 
of the E. W 4G. A. history. In 1914 
Mrs. H. Arnold Jackson of Greenwich, 
who was one of this year’s contestants, 
was the winner, and two years later 
Mrs. W. A. Gavin, who has since re- 
turned to England, captured the title. 
On every other occasion the champion- 
ship has been won by representatives 
of either the Boston or Philadelphia 
district. 

The metropolitan district also won the 
Osgood Shield, which goes annually to 
the district which turns in the five low 
aggregate scores. With five representa-

UNEMPLOYMENT BENEFITS, 

The first payment of unemployment 
benefits in a New York industry is 
notable as tending to do away with the 
hardships of a highly seasonal occupa- 
tion, but more so for the industrial 
principle involved. Workers in the 
cloak and suit industry who have 
been idle nine weeks in the past season 
receive $10 a week up to an annual 
maximum of $120. The Unemployment 
Insurance Fund was established last 
August. In less than a year 1,472 
firms and 35,000 employes have set 
aside $1,206,401, the employers paying 
2 per cent. of their weekly payroll and 
the employes 1 per cent. A trustee of 
the fund predicts that in time the 
benefit will be doubled, perhaps 
trebled. Traditionally operatives in 
this as in similar industries have 
divided their year between spells of 
racking overtime and spells of idleness. 
The new benefit, while it lessens the 
Rardship of the workers, should - fix 


more important than that of any or all 
of the company interests. Consider 


the differences between the receiver- | 


ship of the Atchison and that of the 
St. Paul... The Atchison reorganiza- 
tion was a blessing in disguise to its 
shareholders and also was one of the 
cornerstones of the regulation of rail- 
way conduct. Competition had led to 
ruinous rate cuttiig and rebates and 
neglect of transportation facilities to 
an extent so scandalous that the wis- 
dom of prevention by law has ever 
since been beyond question. 

The St. Paul troubles are of a dif- 
ferent sort. It may be assumed that 
there were errors of judgment and 
waste in the way of excessive invest- 
ment and premature electrification, 
but it will be a surprise if juggled 
accounts and dissipation of gapital are 
discovered. To the extent(that, regula- 
tion has prevented such things it has 
justified itself. But in so far as regu- 
lation of rates has contributed to the 
St. Paul’s receivership, the policy of 
Government control is on trial along 
with the St. Paul management. When 
the investigators reveal the St. Paul’s 
mistakes they also should explain how 
it happens that over a term of years 
the rates fixed by them have yielded 
the lawful return only on a small 
number of railways mostly outside the 
St. Paul’s region. The Panama Canal 
was built expressly to reduce the cost 
of transportation, regardless of the ef- 
fect upon the railways, and now there 
is-a proposal further to reduce canal 
rates. The loss of traffic to the canal 
is not the sole cause of the depression 
peculiarly affecting railways in that 
region. It is said that the Panama 
Canal traffic is so small in proportion 
to railway total traffic that the low 
rates via the canal mean no consid- 
erable loss to the railways. But the 
canal took from the railways the 
transcontinental traffic in California 
oil, and regulation of rates forbids the 
railways to compete with the canal. 
The alternative to reducing railway 
rates already too low might be raising 
the canal. rates to the point of paying 
the bonds on which the canal .was 
built. 


DIRIGIBLES NOT ARCTIC SHIPS. 
The proposal that our Government 
send out a dirigible to search for Cap- 
tain AMUNDSEN’s party in the Arctic 
has finally brought from Secretary 
WI_svr the statement that the under- 
taking would be impracticable. The 
soundness of this judgment cannot be 
questioned. Aside from the difficulty 
of finding a little group of men in so 
vast an expanse when nothing is defi- 
nitely known abqut their objective, 
there is the fitness-of the Shenandoah 
or the Los Angeles for crtiising in the 
polar region. They are vulnerable fab- 
rics, Their engines cannot always be 
depended on. Blown out of her course 
by a storm in the Arctic, with a tem- 
perature below freezing, one of these 
gas-filled balloons might easily get out 
of control. Everybody might perish, 
but if disaster were escaped it would 
doubtless be necessary to dispatch a 
relief expedition to rescue the fes- 
cuers. As Mr. WILBuR points out, 
our naval officers have had no experi- 
ence in handling a dirigible in the 
Arctic. New problems would have to 
be faced. On the voyage to Bermuda 
a rainstorm lasting many hours beat 
upon the envelope of the Los Angeles, 
adding, it has been calculated, two 
tens to her weight.

POLITICS VERSUS EFFICIENCY. 
The proposed charter amendment 
empowering the Fire Commissioner to 
retire at his own discretion any mem- 
ber of the uniformed force over 60 
years of age had its first public hear- 
ing on Monday. The opposition in- 
cluded representatives-of 5,000 uni- 
formed firemen and 10,000 policemen, 
the Civil Service Reform League, the 
United Real Estate Owners’ Associa- 
tion and former Assemblyman ULL- 
MAN. ‘When those in favor of the 
measure were called only two persons 
rose to testify: Alderman McGargy, 
who introduced it, and Fire Commis- 
sioner DRENNAN, whose power it is 
designed materially to enhance. 
Charges that the measure is aimed 
to retire Chief KENLON, and assertions 
that older officers in the fire force 
accept “ considerations of $1,000 and 
more ’’ to retire from younger men on 
the eligible lists, are beside the point. 
The issue is efficiency versus politics 
in the Fire Department. The menace 
is not that Chief KENLON or any other 
individual will be removed ,by the 
present Commissioner or by a succes- 
sor, but that the independence of every 
officer over 60 years of age will be 
impaired. No Commissioner more in- 
terested in politics than efficiency 
would remove the older officers; he 
would hold them in service as long as 
he could and use the whip of retire- 
ment to keep them politically in step. 
Commissioner DRENNAN said that ten 
out of fifteen present chief officers 
who have served more than thirty-five 
years in the department have physical 
qualifications ‘‘ not @n a par with 
Chief Kenton’s,” yet “ they have no 
thought of retiring.’”” But he now has 
power to retire any one of these men 
if the medical officers certify that they 
are physically disqualified for service. 
The advantage of substituting a polit- 
ical appointee for a practicing physi- 
cian as judge of an officer’s health is

i CANADA’S UNITED CHURCH.

United Church of Canada. As the 
three denominations represent a total 
of some 2,500,000 persons, or. 30 per 
cent. of the Canadian population, the 
United Church becomes at once the 
largest Protestant body in the Do- 
minion, 

The basis of union was really settled, 
except for minor ‘modifications, In 
1911, when it was almost unanimously 
approved by the Methodists and the 
Congregationalists. Two years ago it 
passed the Presbyterian General As- 
sembly with a vote of 426 for union

Really, 
there is no ‘‘must’’ about it, and it is 
almost true that anybody who can afford 
not to freeze in Winter can afford to} 
have cool rooms in which to’sleep, live | 
and work. 

Just a few people are doing this now. 
Mr. FeLpMAN mentions a banking house, 
a hospital gand a private residence in 
which cooling plants have been in oper- 
ation for years and working to the ‘sat- 
isfaction of the occupants of these build- 
ings. He explains.the machinery by 
which it is'accomplished, and optimisti- 
cally says that what now is a luxury 
“will in the near future become a neces- 
sity, just as steam and hot water came 
into vogue in the early part of the last 
century.” 

If memory serves and records are 
exact, it was in the late part of the last | 
century that what the British call ‘‘cen- | 
tral heat’’ came into general use in this | 
country. Unfortunately, any sort of | 
cooling plant is rather expensive, and it | 
takes more mechanical skill to run one 
of them efficiently than is possessed by | 
the average householder or his servants. 
Yet refrigeration for the sake of health 
and comfort in Summer ig easily prac- 
ticable.

libraries of tax money. From the be- 
ginning the, Bishop family has been in- 
terested in the Bridgeport library and 
officers in its control. . 

A good deal of the circulation is fic- 
tion, but books of other kinds, especially 
technical works useful in the Bridge- | 
port industries, are becoming a more and 
more important part of the collection | 
yearly, and there even has been talk o% 
putting fiction out altogether.

Hoover Warns of the ‘National Dan- 
ger In Credit Crooks, Promising 
Aid to Fight Them.

WASHINGTON, June 9.—A plea for 
the establishment of larger banks, with 
authority to operate branches within 
certain limitations, was made today by 
Edmund Platt, Vice Governor of the 
Federal Reserve Board, in a speech be- 
fore the National Association of Credit 
Men. Senator Simeon D. Fess of Ohio 
attacked the radical ‘‘blocs’’ in Con- 
gress and denounced proposals for Gov- 
ernment agencies to fix prices in vari- 
ous industries. 

Herbert C. Hoover, Secretary of Com- 
merce, assailed what he described as 
credit “criminals,”’ asserting that their 
operations resulted in enormous loss to 
American business. Approving the 
course of the credit men in conducting 
a campaign against fraudulent business 
Practices, Secretary Hoover declared 
that he was not aware of any worse 


waste than that which arises from com- | 
mercial crime. He pledged the support 
of his department in the pursuit of com- 
mercial criminals, and said that the} 
credit men had an opportunity ‘‘to be- | 
come one of the frost stabilizing influ- 
ences of the coun 

“at. ig fundamental, " sald the Secre- 
tary of Commerce, ‘‘that we maintain 
credit based on ‘high character, for 
character is not only a large part of 
eredit risks, but the maintenance of 
character as a basis of credit is a 
stimulant to the nation. It provides a 
chance for many to start on useful 
careers who might otherwise be unable 
to start, and by the elimination of those 
who are undeserving it places a 
premium on character itself. 

“There is always a small proportion 
of criminals with us. They are the de- 
structive insects who infest our com- 
mercial fabric. This sort of person is 
the bandit of commerce. There is no | 
greater service than relentlessly to pur- | 
sue him. Aside from punishment as 
deterrent to evil, it has a great economic 
importance.”’ 


Failures Mostly Small Banks. 


Referring to the large number of bank 
failures in the past four years, Mr. 
Platt declared that very few institutions 
of any considerable size had gone out of 
business. Most of the failures, he de- 
clared, had taken place among neigh- 
borhood banks which he said were de- 
pendent for loans upon a few industries 
in restricted territory. Mr. Platt urged | 
Congressional approval of branch bank- 
ing and the development of ‘“‘larger”’ 
banks as a means of remedying banking 
problems that confront both the Govern- 
ment and business generally. 

Mr. Platt told the credit men that of 
the 753 banks that failed last year near-| 
ly all of them were’ located in _

“National banks have made a much 
better showing than State banks in the 
matter of failures during the past four 
years, but that gain is in large meas- 
ure because they are generally larger 
banks.

BRITISH STAND ON CHINA.

LONDON, June 9.—A statement on the 
British policy in China was made in the 
House of Commons today. ‘As outlined 


by Ronald MacNeill, Under-Secretary 
for Foreign Affairs, it took the form of 
an ‘assertion that law and order must be 
restored, joined to a declaration that 
China must be helped to become peace- 
ful and prosperous 

Mr. MacNeill said the Foreign Office 
had not been consulted before the 
shooting in Shanghai, since there was 
no time to do so before taking steps to 
restore order.

GENEVA, June 9.—Jeremiah Smith,

June 30 with a surplus of its budget 
which was realized chiefly without tax- 
ation. One hundred million gold crowns 
which were put aside from a Hungarian 
loan to permit the balancing of the 
budget would be untouched. 

He could draft a budget from the 
coming fiscal year already submitted to 
him and it would show a small surplus, 
he said. It is another instance of the 
efficacy of the League development. 
Two hundred and fifty-three million 
crowns of the Hungarian loan are in 
banks in various parts of the world, 
185,000,000, the remainder, having been 
used to balance last year’s budget and 
pay the cost offloating the loan. Hun- 
gary is considered firmly on her feet 
financially, and prospects of harvest are 
excellent this year. Mr. Smith said that

Of the hundreds of streets that have 
een thus designated by the Mayor and 
his associates, the greater number, it 
was said, will be redesignated under the 
new ordinance, so that their status as 
restricted thoroughfares may be legal- 
ized. 

The new ordinance was introduced by 
Alderman Edward W. Curley, Demo- 
crat, of the Bronx. The board's action 
was prompted largely by a recent deci- 
sion handed down by Supreme Court 
Justice Stephen Callaghan. In a dam- 
age action brought about by the injury 
of a child by an automobile truck in one 
of Mayor Hylan’s “play streets,’’ the 
Court held that power to exclude vehic- 
ular traffic from a city thoroughfare 
resided only in the Board of Aldermen, 
except in instances where, as in the 
designation of ‘‘one-way”’ streets, re- 
stricted in the interest of traffic safety 
and convenience, that power had been 
delegated by the Board of Aldermen to 
the Police Department. 

The Curley ordimance finally was 
adopted by a vote of 44 to 2, though 
many Democratic, as well as Republican 
members of the board, at first expressed 
the fear that the intent of the measure 
was really to delegate further powers 
to Police Commissioner Enright, who, 
several members argued, “already 
joys too great powers, and in some in- 
stances abuses them.’’ Aldernmian Curley 
finally convinced the majority that the 
measure reserved these powers only to 
“the legally constituted authority.”’ 

Commenting upon the arbitrary desig- 
nation and restriction of “‘play streets’ 
by Mayor Hylan’s Committee on Recre- 
ation and the conspicuous placarding 
with the name of the Mayor, “as though 
he and not the city were the owner of 
the streets,’’ Alderman Bruce M. Fal- 
coner, Republican, said: ‘‘This is a good 
time to challenge the stipreme vanity 
and audacity of this man. He is pig- 
headed, obstinate, demagogic and think- 
ing continually of himself and his rel- 
atives. That is the kind of man we 
have at the head of our City Govern- 
ment.”’

The college years are not 
the dangerous years, In spite of the 
alarmists of our day. The dangerous 
age, or one of the dangerous ages, is 
from twenty to twenty-nine. It is just 
at the very time that you are making 


the crucial adjustment to life that you 
must make provision for leisure. 

“No matter what family, or club, or 
city, or profession may claim you, noth- 
ing can take from you your right to 
leisure. It is the obligation of your 
education. 

“Leisure, I have said, is freedom. 
The word is, of course, Latin and means 
‘it is permitted.’ It implies a positive, 
constructive, creative life. It is the 
response to the free apirit. And, strange 
as it may seem, to the college graduate, 
at least, the answer to the quest for 
leisure {s study."’ 

To provide leisure, Dr. MacCracken 
said he would look first at the desire 
of the student and then build for him 
rmit him to en- 
gage in the studies which most interest 
hi 


m. 

By doing this, he added, eventually the 
extra curriculum would be re-established 
as it is today, for the student who is 
devoted to animals cannot escape zool- 
ogy and the student who wishes to know 
what is just cannot avoid Plato.

At Carnegie Institate Commence- 
ment He Calls Living Worth 
While the Basis of Democracy.

PITTSBURGH, Pa., June 9.—‘‘We be- 
Neve that the art of making living worth 
while, as practiced by Franklin and by 
Lincoln, is the safest foundation of our 
American democracy,” declared Dr. 
Michael I. Pupin, eminent inventor, saci- 
entist and Professor of Electro-Mechan- 
ics at Columbia University, in an ad- 
dress on “Making a Living and Making 
Life Worth Living,” delivered today at 
the eighteenth annual commencement 


exercises at Carnegie Institute of Tech-| 


nology. 
“The lives of Franklin and of Lincoln 


jfurnish the most convincing proof that 


in a country breathing the spirit of the 
Massachusetts Bay Colony one can start 
from the humblest beginnings and be- 
come the master of all arts, the art of 
making life worth living,’’ he said. 
Professor Pupin, who came to America 
fifty-one years ago as a penniless immi- 


|} grant lad from Serbia, told the 350 grad- 


uates how the names of Lincoln and 
premeis inspired him in his boyhood 
ays. 

“Those were the luckiest days of my 
life,” he said, ‘‘when, in my boyhood 
days and while still living among the 
peasants of my native village, I heard 
of Lincoln and of Franklin and read 
Harriet Beecher Stowe's ‘Uncle Tom’s 
Cabin.’ They told me nothing of the 
art of making a living, but they cer- 
tainly promised me rich spiritual pas- 
ture lands in a land about which I knew 
nothing at that time.

Taking his keynote from a principal 
theme of the Rev. E. Boyd Barrett, 8. 
J., of Washington, who delivered the 
baccalaureate address, Cardinal Hayes 
dwelt upon the importance of being 
courageous and refusing to compromise 
in meeting the problems of life. 

‘“‘What the world wants today is cour- 
age,"’ Cardinal Hayes asserted; ‘‘but it 
is the right kind of courage—not merely 
physical courage, but mora) courage 
and physical courage. Physical strength 
is only weakness if it lacks moral fiber 
such as Samson showed he lacked in 
the time of great temptation.’”” The 
Cardinal joked about Samson's losin 
his strength when shorn of his hair an 
observed that the Samson incident shows 
that bobbed hair was not a new phe- 
nomenon. 

Cardinal Hayes told the graduates 
they were going out into a world 
“rocked to its centre with disorder and 
disillusionment and all kinds of uncer- 
tainty,’’ and urged them not to com- 
promise in facing life’s struggles. ‘‘We 
have no right to compromise with the 
things that are fundamental, spiritual 
essential. After all it is the good old 
American principle not to compromise.” 

Speaking of freedom, which Father 
Barrett had discussed, Cardinal Hayes 
said: ‘‘After all, personal freedom is 
something new in American life 
American nation. And the 
Gospel of Christ is the gospel of free- 
dom. The old Church has been fighting, 
struggling, in conflict continuously from - 
the beginning for the freedom of the 
human soul.’”’ 

Father Barrett, who tg professor of 
psychology in Georgetown University, 
discussing freedom, said that if we 
were to be free we must possess our 
souls, our minds and our hearts and 
denounce the inculcation of fear into 
the minds of children by threatening 
them with childhood bogies. He con- 
tended that fear was a deterrent to 
human progress and freedom and de 
ig things came only when 
were emancipated from fear. 
“Fear always tells lies," he said. “It 
creates bogies in the mind. It is two

Prices Close at Net Gains of 3 
to 45 Points Over Monday's 
Quotations. 


Pressure on the cotton market lessened 
yesterday and of $2 a bale 
followed. From opening to the close the 
course of prices proved the reverse of 
Monday and final que ons showed a 
gain of 37 to 45 points e sharp break 
of the previous day from selling 
on rains in various parts of the belt and 

! private reports of relief in sections of 
Texas. While official details showed 
stations in Northeastern, southwestern 
and the coast region of the State had 
received an inch or more precipitation, 
| the fact that a large area is still in need 
of moisture started a covering moye- 
ment among local and commission house 
interests, 

Taking the belt as a whole, precipita- 
tion the past three days has been more 
general and beneficial than at any time 
since the middle of May. Private re- 
ports reflect excellent progress for the 


larger percentage of the crop, but with 
a considerable acreage in central and 
south Texas in unsatisfactory or poor 
condition. 
When early 


a recovery 


came 


information regarding 
Texas rainfall indicated the heaviest 
precipitation in some weeks, Liverpool 
prices lost ground in sympathy with 
Monday's late decline in American mar- 
kets. July, however, showed more re- 
sistance and foreign interests became 
buyers rather than sellers during open- 
ing trading here. Execution of a few 
overnight selling orders caused irregular 
and uncertain fluctuations during éarly 
trading when steadiness in both July 
and new crop positions in New Orleans 
started a recovery in all three markets. 
Not only was there less sélling pressure 
but cotton sold on the sharp advance 
last week was covered. Under a stiffen- 
ing in July positions in New Orleans, 
late months there improved steadily, 
which brought buying orders to New 
York. Before the close of the session 
New Orleans houses purchased a large 
part of the cotton sold here during the 
previous session, 

Demand from various quarters in- 
creased as the session advanced, bring- 
ing steadily advancing quotations and 
without meeting any substantial quan-. 
tity of cotton. New Orleans, instead of 
leading a decline, as was the case the 
previous day, led the upturn, and both 
commission house and local operators 
bought steadily. Demand the last hour 
earried quotations to highest levels of 
the day, all cotton being absorbed until 
October touched 22.73. 

Several s¢lling orders around 22% 
cents halted the rise, though December 
touched the record figure of the ses- 
sion when contracts changed hands at 
22.90 in closing trading.

WASHINGTON, June 9 (7).—The total | 
wheat crop of the United States, fore-| 


cast today by the Department of Agri- 
culture at 661,000,000 bushels, is the 
gmallest since 1917 and 212,000,000 less 
than produced last year. 

Commenting on the forecast, the Crop 
Reporting Board stated that 
quirements of wheat for domestic con- 


gumption do not greatly differ from this| 
amount,’’ indicating that there would be | 
little or no wheat for export from this | 


year’s crop. 


While the barley crop is larger than | 


last year’s production, those of oats, 
rye, hay, peaches and pears are smaller. 


Winter wheat fared badly throughout | 
most of the belt during May because of | 


low temperatures, deficient moisture and 
‘ plants weakened by adverse Winter con- 
\ditions. Production of 407,000,000 bush- 
els is forecast from the June 1 condi- 
tion, which was 66.5 per cent. of a nor- 
mal, or 10.5 points below the May 1 
condition. There was a reduction of 
88,000,000 bushels since the May fore- 


cast. 


at 12.4 bushels on June 1 conditions, 
Not since 1904 has the yield been so low, 
while records back as far as 1890 do not 
disclose so low a June 1 condition for 
Winter wheat as reported today. In @ 
large part of the belt Winter wheat 
has short straw and short heads, with 
the head often not well filled. Reports 
of thin stands are common. The Hes- 
sian fly and the chinch bug are in evi- 
dence,and Kansas, leading Winter wheat 
State, has the “‘take all’’ disease, which 
is becoming more serious ig the central 
region of the State. Its jndicated crop 
is only slightly more than half of last 
year’s. 

Spring wheat condition is fair to good, 
the cold weather having done no serious 
damage, and a crop of 254,000,000 bush- 
els is forecast. - That is only 29,000,000 
bushels less than last year, but 9,000,000 
bushels more than the average producr 
tion of the last five years. is year’s 
acreage is 19.2 per cent. larger than 
that of last year, while the oats and 
barley acreages also are larger. The 
increased oas acreage is due partly to 


the sowing of this grain on some of the! 
abandoned Winter wheat acreage.
